Washisoton, March 8.— The perfect- 
ed tariff bill ns amended by the sub- 
eomiuittee wss laid before the demo- 
cratic membership ol the senate finance 
committee, and wus by them Monday 
•till further modified in at least one im- 
portant particular. The change* made 
% by the subcommittee are very numer- 
ous, and bef in" with the date which 
the law 1a to go in to effect, which is 
made June 30, 1804, instead of .lune 1, 
and follow on through all the sched- 
ules, commencing . w ith the first item 
In the first schedule. The principal 
features of the bill are as follows: 

Distilled spirits entering into the 
composition of any preparation are to 
be taxed at the rnU> of $1.50 per proof 
gallon. The tax on brandy l» changed 
from 11.80 to 11.60 per proof gallon. 
All cordials and liquors are also 
changed from 01.80 to $1. .10 per proof 

All lead products included in para- 
graphs 49, 80, 51 and 53, which include 
acetic of lead, white lead, nitrate of 
lead and orange mineral, which in the 
Wilson bill are taxed JH to l»i cents a 
pound, are placed on the free list. 

Lead ore and lead dross, taxed in the 
Wilson bill 15 per cent, ad vulorem; 
pig lend and refuse lead, taxed in the 
Wilson bill 1 cent a pound, arc all made 
free. Lead in sheets and lead wire, 
Used ia the Wilson bill l'« cent a 
pound, are changed to 25 per cent ad 
valorem.

This is the bold utterance of Louis 
Oathtnan. an amateur optician, astrou- 
r, scientist snd inventor of this 
city. Mr. (iathman was born at Hor- 
dorf, near the city of Hanover, in l'rus- 
sia, in 1S4^. He received noseientirir 
instruction except at the Polytechnic 
school at Hanover He csme to Ameri- 
ca in 1WM, and after remaining a yei.r 
in Philadelphia took up his residence in 
Chicago, where he has remained ever 
since, a manufacturer of milling ma- 
chinery of his own invention. Bo had 
a tele.'cope, and has been a student of 
the heavens for fifteen years. Ten 
years ago he erected an ObftOMfttory in 
connection with his resilience and 
placed in its dome a seven-inch tele- 
scope. He makes no pretentions, how- 
ever, to a scientific knowledge of 
astronomy, but has for twenty years
